Th ese strips were h ammered into 
five-inch length s and welded aro und 
a steel mandrel, th us making th e 
tube wh ich was bo red o ut with a 
rifling to o l afterwards. 
It was a 
tedio us and th o ro ugh go ing jo b o f 
wo rk, unusual even in th o se day s o f 
careful and h o nest craftsmansh ip. 
But wh at was even mo re unusual 
was th e fact th at Hawken h ad o ne 
price fo r h is rifles. Th at was $25— 
no mo re, no less. 
He co uld h ave 
h ad twice o r th ree times th at price, 
so great was th e demand, but h e 
refused to ch arge mo re because h e 
believed th at o ne price bro ugh t h im 
trade. 
Jaco b Hawken died during 
th e 
ch o lera epidemic o f 1849 in 
St. 
Lo uis and Samuel Hawken co ntin­ 
ued in th e business until 1859 wh en 
h e so ld o ut to an apprentice, Jo h n P. 
Gemmer 
wh o 
was running th e

WASHINGTON — Recovery in the 
United States has gone far, b ut it has 
b een marked b y two striking charac­ 
teristics—slowness of the gains in the 
durab le goods Industries and the per­ 
sistence of a great volume of unem­ 
ployment. At the Brookings Institu­ 
tion, we have made a comprehensive 
analysis of the American situation 
which included a detailed study of the 
production requirements for full re­ 
covery. The production task ahead—if 
standards of living are to b e restored 
even to their former level—is found to 
b e as follows: 


1 . To ma ke g o o d th e 
a ctu a l d eterio ra ­ 
tio n o f p la n t a n d eq u ip men t su sta in ed 
d u rin g th e d ep ressio n . 
2. To in crea se p ro d u ctive ca p ita l 
in 
lin e with th e g ro wth o f p o p u la tio n . 
S . To exp a n d th e o u tp u t o f co n su mp ­ 
tio n g o o d s in a cco rd a n ce w ith th is 
g ro wth o f p o p u la tio n . 


The study waa made under a grant 
from the Falk Foundation of Pitts­ 
b urgh. In it, 
sought to estimate how 
great an increase in output would b e 
required to restore b y 19 41 a p er ca p ita 


The recovery movement b etween 
19 34 and 19 36 was thus soundly b ased. 
Production was steadily mounting, pur- 
cha ing power was b eing spread b road­ 
ly among the masses, speculation was 
not ex cessive, b usiness men had not 
stocked up with heavy supplies of 
goods, and the general b alance b e­ 
tween production and consumption was 
satisfactory. 
At the end of 19 36, therefore, the 
stage seemed set for a period of great 
ex pansion. 
Production 
requirements 
were adequate to ab sorb all the unem­ 
ployed. The recovery movement 
was 
steadily b roadening: the economic sys­ 
tem as a whole was in reasonab ly good 
b alance, and at the same time the possi­ 
b ility of the government b alancing its 
b udget appeared somewhat b righter. 


Further Expansion Threatened 
In recent months, particularly since 
Feb ruary, the situation has changed tn 
one vitally important respect.

The results of the 
survey of the situation in the fields of 
housing and. other forms of durab le 
goods, steam railroads, pub lic utilities, 
Industrial enterprises, etc., are strik­ 
ing. It would b e necessary to produce 
such durab le goods at the rate of ap­ 
prox imately 33 b illion dollars annually 
from 19 37 through 19 41, as compared 
with actual production of only 21 b il­ 
lions in 19 36, and of 25 b illions annually 
in the b oom period b etween 19 25 and 
19 29 . 
In other words, to make up for what 
It did not produce in depression years, 
and to provide for the needs of an ex ­ 
panding population, the nation would 
have to produce annually 
60 per cent 
more durab le goods than in 19 36. Three 
times as much housing construction 
would b e necessary. In the field of 
non-durab le, consumption goods which 
are such things as food, clothes, and 
amusements, such a large ex pansion 
would not b e needed. 


Labo r Sh ortage M igh t Resu lt 
The production program required in 
the field of durab le goods would ne­ 
cessitate—at present working hours— 
the employment of from 8 to 9 million 
additional lab orers. Making allowance 
for additional workers needed to pro­ 
duce consumption goods, it appears cer­ 
tain that unless working hours were 
lengthened, there would b e shortages 
of b oth skilled and unskilled lab or. 
Since standards of living cannot b e 
restored to former levels unless pro­ 
ductive output is restored, any further 
shortening of the working week will 
restrain the ex pansion of output and 
thus restrict the raising of standards 
of living. It should b e b orne in mind 
that working hours have b een reduced 
since 19 29 b y approx imately 20 per 
cent, as compared with only 13 per 
cent In the preceding 30 years. 
The present recovery movement has 
b een marked b y steadily increasiag 
wage rates as compared with prices, 
and this has 
increased purchasing 
power among the masses. The employ­ 
ment of more workers as production 
has ex panded has increased the flow 
of money to the working population; 
and at the same time those already 
employed have b een ab le to b uy more 
with their wages. During the same 
perio d, profits have b een greatly in­ 
creased from lo w depression levels as 
a resul' of the ex pansio n o f output and 
an incipase o f efficiency . This effi­ 
ciency increase has been abo ut In pro ­ 
po rtio n \o wag e rates. 
- 


time, and while the industries in ques* 
tion may temporarily pass on higher 
costs to consumers, further b road ex ­ 
pansion of b usiness activity appears to 
b e threatened. 
The advance in the prices of such 
b asic products as iron and steel and 
other metals, b uilding materials, etc., 
may hamper ex pansion of production 
in certain very important lines. Only 
recently have the railroads gotten into 
a financial shape that would permit 
them to spend much money on new 
equipment and the b uilding of b etter 
roadb ed and track. Now, with the price 
of steel rising, and with wage increases 
also in prospect, it is doub tful whether 
the railroads will b e ab le to carry out 
the ex tensive programs of rehab ilita­ 
tion which they have planned. Simi­ 
larly, the b uilding of new houses, apart­ 
ments, etc., may b e' held b ack b y the 
rising prices of b uilding materials. If 
this turns out to b e the case, it will 
check 
the 
reemployment 
of 
idle 
workers, and the attainment of the 
higher standards of living which are 
so greatly desired. 
Large sections of the population 
would soon suffer as a result of a rapid 
rise in prices. Among them are ta n n ­ 
ers who do not work for, wages, indi­ 
viduals on fix ed salaries; and those 
living on incomes from investments. 
These constitute more than half the 
total population. Perhaps the most 
serious phase of the prob lem is the 
possib ility of a new disparity b etween 
industriaJ and agricultural prices which 
may result if wages force industrial 
prices upward. 


Stimulation Only Temporary 
The adverse effects upon production 
may 
he 
considerab ly 
delayed, 
b e­ 
cause a rise in prices usually stimu­ 
lates b usiness for the time b eing. With 
prices going up, b usiness men and 
1 others hasten to place orders and b uy 
I ex tra quantities in order to b e ahead 
j of the price advance. This speeds up 
b usiness activity and for a time In­ 
creases the demand for lab or. Such ex ­ 
pansion of demand in turn serves to 
increase the demand for products and 
to raise prices the more rapidly. In due 
course, however, price relationships are 
so disturb ed that certain groups 
of 
people lose purchasing power. This, in 
turn, sets in motion forces which tend 
to reduce prosperity. 
Fo rtunately , the dang ers inherent in 
this situatio n appear to hare been 
reco g nized, and effo rts are being made 
by bo th business and tba g o v ermment 
to restrain price adv ances.
